DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gillick et 
al. (U.S. Patent 5,446,481 -Herein referred to as "Gillick"). 

As to Claim 1 , Gillick teaches a roller structure for a computer mouse having a 
mouse body (Fig. 1, Reference Number 10), a third-axis input device and at least two 
buttons (Fig. 1, Reference Numbers 18 and 22), comprising: a roller member having a 
concave portion formed on a circumference surface thereof (Fig. 1, Reference Number 
241 

As to Claim 2 , Gillick teaches the concave portion having two sides and a center 
lower than the two sides relative to an axial line of the roller member (Fig. 2, Reference 
Number 24). 

As to Claim 3 , Gillick teaches the concave portion being concave from top to 
bottom of the circumference surface of the roller member to form an arcuate shape (Fig. 
2, Reference Number 24). 

As to Claim 4 , Gillick teaches the concave portion including a plurality of strips 
thereon for increasing a friction in use (Fig. 2, Reference Number 24^note strips on 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gillick. 
As to Claim 5 , Gillick fails to teach the thickness of the roller member having a 

predetermined value in the range of 6 mm to 15 mm. However, the specification shows 
no apparent benefits from having such rates. Therefore, a roller member having a 
predetermined thickness in the range of 6 mm to 15 mm is clearly a design choice 
based on the specific requirement of the claim. Furthermore, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to include a roller member with any thickness 
range, including the range of 6 mm to 1 5 mm in the roller member taught by Gillick 
since any thickness range would perform equally well at accommodating users with 
different finger sizes. In addition, it would have also been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to include a roller member with any thickness range, including the range 
of 6 mm to 15 mm in the roller member taught by Gillick since the thickness would make 
the roller member more durable and easier to maneuver.
